Westminster  is  empowered  to  provide  the  means  of 
ascertaining  and  determining  what  property  will  be 
immedialely  benefited  by  local  improvements,  and  the 
proportion  in  which  assessments  are  to  be  made  on  the 
various  portions  of  the  real  estate  in  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  so  benefited,  and  to  regulate  the  time  or 
times  and  manner  in  which  the  said  assessments  are  to 
be  paid : 

Therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  said  City  of 
New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  All  petitions  for  local  improvements  to  be  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  if  received  by 
the  Council  and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Works,  shall 
be  examined  by  the  City  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  ascertain  and  finally  determine  whether  the  same 
are  signed  by  two-thirds  of  the  owners,  representing 
at  least  one-half  of  the  value,  of  the  real  property  to 
be  directly  benefited  thereby  ; and  for  this  purpose 
the  values  entered  in  the  last  revised  assessment  roll 
may  be  taken  as  the  values  respectively  of  the  prop- 
jerties  so  benefited  ; and  such  petitions,  when  found  to 
be  correct  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  numbered  by  the  said 
Clerk  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received,  and  be 
(entered  at  length  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
|pose,  to  be  called  the  “ Local  Improvements  Book,” 
and  the  Clerk  shall  endorse  upon  such  petitions  his 
certificate  of  the  correctness  thereof,  and  of  the  value 
of  the  whole  of  the  real  property  rat' able  under  the 
By-Law,  and  of  the  whole  number  of  the  owners  of 
such  property,  as  well  as  of  the  number  of  the  peti- 
tioners, and  shall  forthwith  transmit  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Works. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk,  as  soon  as  the 
said  Board  of  Works  shall  have  reported  to  the  Coun- 
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oil  in  favour  of  the  prayer  of  any  such  petition,  and 
their  report  thereon  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Council,  to  cause  a copy  of  said  petition  to  be  tor- 
warded  without  delay  to  the  City  Engineer. 

3.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  City  Engineer  for  the 
time  being,  upon  receipt  of  a copy  of  any  such  petition 
from  the  Clerk,  to  proceed  at  once  to  ascertain  and 
determine  what  rent  property  will  he  immediately 
benefited  by  the  proposed  improvements,  and  to  ascer 
tain  and  determine  th  • proportion  in  which  the  as- 
sessment to  defray  the  cost  thereof  is  to  be  made  on 
the  various  portions  of  the  real  estate  so  benefited,  and 
to  report  the  same  to  the  Council  as  soon  as  praeti 
cable,  which  report,  when  approved,  shall  be  entered 
in  the  said  “Local  Improvements  Book.’ 

4.  The  said  Clerk,  so  soon  as  the  report  of  the  City 
Engineer  is  entered  in  the  “Local  Improvements 
Book,”  as  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  By- 
Law,  shall  cause  a notice  to  be  left  at  the  place  of 
abode,  or  deposited  in  the  post  office  in  an  envelope 
addressed  to  his  last  known  place  of  abode,  of  all  par- 
ties to  be  assessed  for  such  improvement,  that  the  said 
assessment  has  been  made,  and  the  amount  thereof, 
and  that  a by-law  in  accordance  therewith  will  be 
passed  by  the  Council  unless  the  same  be  appealed 
from,  within  eleven  days  after  the  delivery  ot  such 
notice,  in  manner  provided  by  the  said  “New  West- 
minster Act,  1888.” 

5.  All  assessments  to  be  levied  at  any  time  under 
any  local  improvements  by-law  upon  the  real  property 
immediately  benefited  thereby  shall  be  payable  at  the 
time  or  times  and  at  the  place  and  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  ordinary  city  taxes  are  payable. 

6.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Local  Im- 
provements By-Law,  1SS9.”

CIVIC  OFFICERS  BY-LAW,  1S89. 

To  confirm  the  appointment  and  fix,  the  salaries  of 
Civic  Officers  for  the  year  ISSih 


WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  the 
appointments  of  Municipal  Officers  for  the 
City  of  New  Westminster,  for  the  year  1889,  made  by 


resolution  of  this  Council  on  ’28th  January,  1889, 
should  be  confirmed,  and  the  amount  of  their  salaries 
should  be  fixed,  by  by-law. 

Bi*  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Now  Westminster, 
as  follows:— 

1.  That  D.  Robson  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
Clerk  and  Collector  for  the  said  City  of  New  West- 
minster for  the  year  1889,  and  there  shall  be  paid  by 
the  said  Corporation  to  the  said  Clerk  and  Collector, 
while  he  shall  continue  to  be  employed  in  such  position, 
the  sum  of  $125  per  month. 

2.  That  A.  F.  Cotton  be  and  is  hereby  appointed 
Assessment  Commissioner,  Treasurer,  and  City  Engi- 
neer of  the  said  Corporation  for  the  year  1889,  and 
there  shall  lie  paid  by  the  said  Corporation  to  the  said 
Assessment  Cominis  -inner,  Treasurer  and  ( i ty  Engineer 
the  sum  of  $125  per  mouth,  while  he  shall  continue  to 
be  employed  in  such  position. 

3.  That  T,  C.  Atkinson  be  and  is  hereby  appointed 
Police  Magistrate  for  the  said  City  for  the  year  1889, 
and  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  Corporation  to  the 
sa  d Police  Magistrate,  while  he  shall  continue  to  be 
employed  in  such  position,  the  sum  of  $50  per  month. 

4.  That  each  and  all  of  the  officers  appointed  by  vir- 
tue of  the  foregoing  enactments  shall  hold  office  only 
during  good  behaviour,  and  at  the  will  of  the  Council, 
and  shall  perform  well  and  faithfully  such  duties  as 
are  required  of  them  by  any  Statute  or  By-Law,  or 
resolution  of  this  Council  now  existing,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  passed  ; and  this  Council  may  at  any 
time  by  resolution  cancel  the  said  appointments,  or 
any  of  them,  and  any  person  whose  appointment 
may  have  been  so  cancelled  shall  have  no  claim  upon 
the  said  Corporation  in  consequence  thereof,  save  and 
except  that  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
proportion  of  salary  due  up  to  the  date  of  the  service 
upon  him  of  a notice  of  such  cancellation. 

5.  The  salaries  aforesaid  shall  become  due  and  pay- 
able on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  but  no  salary 
shall  be  payable  in  advance. 

6.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Civic  Officers’ 
By-Law,  1889.”
